pending publication. 


Neither the letters.made pub- 
lic in London nor Moscow bore 
out the Soviet claim against the 

' US.

1, Overcoming success of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine.

It was believed Russia may

The lavestia. nce 
included an exchange of letters 
between Mollet and Bulganin 
which had not been made public 
Monday by the British. 

Mollet replied to a warning 
not to use force against Egypt 
by telling Bulganin the Soviet 
policy was leading “not to eas- 
ing but sharpening antagonism.” 

ulganin had told Mollet on 
Sept. 11: 


“We suppose for France the 
terribly bloody lesson and 
events of Vietnam must be spe- 
cially memorable. Do you really 
want to repeat in still more un- 
favorable circumstanees a simi- 
Jar experience in a_ struggle 
aganist Egypt?” 

In his Sept. 11 letter to Eden, 
Bulganin warned: 

“All Arabs would rise in a 
sacred struggle against foreign 
invasion.” ; 

He added: 

“It is no longer possible to 
threaten and brandish weapons. 
Times have changed. Any mili- 
tary measures can only end in 
failure.” 

Bulganin warned that minor 
Wars could grow into a larger 
one and he concluded by saying 
the Soviet Union “cannot stand 
aside from this question.” 

In all, the Soviet Premier sent 
three letters to Eden. 

The British Prime Minister 
told Bulganin Egypt was guilty 
of “provocative, illegal acts” 
making “precautionary military 
measures fully justified.”

Message Broadcast to World 


OSLO (Kyodo-UP)—Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer, humanitarian and 
holder of the Nobel peace prize, 
appealed to the nations of the 
world Tuesday to inspire .their 
leaders to reach agreement on 
ending the nuclear arms tests in 
order to avert “a catastrophe for 
the human race.” 

In a message to humanity, 
broadcast from Oslo, where the 
Nobel peace prize is awarded, 
and re-broadcast in several lan- 
guages from radio stations in 
Europe, Asia and the Americas, 
‘Sehweitzer warned, “We must 
regard every increase in the ex- 
isting danger through further 
creation of radioactive eleménts 
by atomic bomb explosions as a 


catastrophe for the human race.” 
The message was sent from | 


Oslo in French “because Dr. 
Schweitzer fs a French citizen” 
in German “because this is his 
mother language” in English 
“in order to reach as many in 
the world’ as possible” and in 
Russian “because-he has some- 
thing to tell the peoples behind 
the Iron Curtain as well,” ac- 
cording to Gunnar Jah, chair- 
man of the Norwegian Parlia- 
ment’s Nobel Peace Prize Com- 
mittee. 

Schweitzer said that the dan- 
ger to the human race from nu- 
clear explosions “has not, how- 
ever, strange to say, influenced 
public opinion to the extent 
that one might have expected. 

“Individuals and peoples have 
not been. excited to give this 
danger the attention which. it

danger must be demonstrated 
and made clear to them,” Sch-

Schweitzer explained in sim- 
ple, understandable language 
the intricate problems of radio- 
activity and the dangers of 
radiation. 

He scorned statements, from 
time to time given by official 
and unofficial sources, “that the 
increase in radioactivity of the 
air does not exceed the amount 
which can be tolerated by the 
human body without any harm-

Ceylon to Allow Britain 


Use of Naval, Air Bases 


COLOMBO (AP)—Ceylon has 
agreed to allow Britain the use 
of the Naval Base at Trincoma- 
lee and the Air Base at Katuna- 
vake for a period ranging from 
three to five years. 

The agreement was reached 
between a Ceylon delegation led 
hy Gunasena de Soyza, Perma- 
nent Secretary, Ministry of Ex- 
ternal Affairs, and a British de- 
legation led by Sir Cecil Syres, 
British High Commissioner to 
Ceylon, 


CHICAGO {(AP)—Adilai_ E. 
Stevenson Monday conferred for 
an hour with Dr. Masatoshi 
Matsushita of Japan and renew- 
ed his plea that steps be taken 
to control the testing of large 
nuclear bombs. 

Stevenson, the 1952 and 1956 
Democratic Presidential nomi- 
nee, who had called for such 
steps during the past cam- 
paign, issued a statement to that 
effect after talking to Matsu- 
shita, a special representative of 
Japan’s Prime Minister Kishi. 

atsushita is visiting West- 
ern leaders and is expressing 
opposition to further nuclear 
tests. 

“If the United States con- 
tinues the tests, it would lose 
its moral influence in Asia,” Ma- 
tsushita told newsmen afier tue 
parley with Stevenson. 
Matsushita said he feels that 
‘the United States should lead 
the way in curbing such explo- 
sions. 

Stevenson stated: “It looks as 
though the President and his 
advisers are beginning to see 
the light, and certainly any 
positive steps toward a policy 
of controllin; the ae of 
large nuclear weapons will have 
my total and wholehearted sup- 
port, and will be reassuring to 
our friends in Japan and all 
Asia.” 

Stevenson, who declared dur- 
ing his 1956 campaign that the 
United States should take the 
lead in halting hydrogen bomb 
tests, said he shares the “con- 
cern of the Japanese Govern- 
ment.” 

He added: “I have proposed 
a halt to these tests because the 
survival of mankind may well 
depend upon it, because it would 
increase our national security, 
and because it would strengthen 
our position in the Cold War.” 

Stevenson said he had noted 
press reports in the last few 
days of “an increase in the

in the air, we are indirectly 
affected through that which 
has fallen down, is falling down 
and will fall down. e are 
absorbing this through radio- 
active drinking water and 
through animal and vegetable 
foodstuffs. 

Dr. Schweitzer said: “Not 
only our own health is threaten- 
ed by internal radiation, but 
The fact is that the cells of 
the’ reproductive organs are 
also that of our descendants. 
particularly vulnerable to radia- 
tion which in this case attacks 
the nucleus to an extent that 
it can be seen’in the micros- 
cope,” he said. 

Schweitzer concluded his 
message with an appeal to all 
peoples to influence their Gov- 
ernments to come to an agree- 
ment to stop further experi- 
ments with atomic or hydrogen 
weapons or “pay a_ terrible 
price.” 

“We are committing this folly 
in thoughtlessness. It must 
not happen that we do not pull 
ourselves together before it is 
too late,” he said. 

“This is at the bottom also 
of what the statesmen of the 
nations possessing the atomic 
bomb are thinking. Through 
the reports they are receiving 
they are sufficiently informed 
to form their own judgment 
and we must also assume that 
they are alive to their respon- 
sibilities. 


“At any rate, America, Rus-|q 


sia and Britain are telling one 
another again and again they 
want nothing better than to 
reach an agreement to end the 
testing of atomic weapons. At 
the same time however, they 
declare that they cannot stop 
the tests as long.as there is no 
such agreement. 

“Why do they not come to 
an agreement? The real reason 
is that in their own countries 
there is no public opinion ask- 
ing for it. 

“When a public opinion has 
been al in the countries 
concerned and among all na- 
tions, an opinion | ed of 
the dangers involved in going 
on with the tests, and led by

men may reach an agreement 
to stop the experiments.” 


Scientists Abroad 
Respond to Appeal 


Letters expressing support of 
efforts being made by Japa- 
nese scientists for a ban on 
nuclear weapons have been 
received from noted scholars in 
Europe and America, it was an- 
nounced yesterdey. 

The letters were in reply to 
appeals sent recently by Dr. 
Hideki Yukawa, Dr. Shinichiro 
Tomonaga and some 500 other 
scientists to scholars abroad 
requesting their cooperation in 
preventing the projected Brit- 
ish H-bomb testg near Christ- 
mas Island. 

Among the replies received 
so far 
Wener Heisenberg of the West 
German Max Planck Research 
Society, Dr. Leon Rosenfeld of 
the University of Manchester, 
Dr. P. M. 8. Blackett of London 
University and Dr. V. F. Weis- 
skopf of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

In supporting the Japanese 
appeal, Heisenberg said that he 
found it hard to understand why 
the United States, Britain and 
Russia are not making efforts to 
conclude an agreement for ban- 
ning atomic and hydrogen 
bombs. 

Blackett wrote that he was 
happy to learn that strong ef- 
forts were being made in Japan 
for a ban on nuclear tests. 

Weisskopf feared that the 
movement of the scientists will 
not prove effective unless the 
three great ogo cooperate in 
realizing a ban on the experi- 
ments.

Appeals Scheduled 
By Science Council 


The Japan Council of Science 
is expected to present shortly 
three separate appeals against 
nuclear weapon experiments, re- 
spectively to the U.S. and So- 
viet science academies and scien- 
tists of the world. 

Making of the. new appeals 
was decided by the council's 
atomic energy problems commit- 
tee and will be subject to appro- 
val of the council’s 24th gen- 
eral meeting, scheduled for to- 


ay. 
They will follow up the coun- 
cil’s recent appeal to the Brit- 
ish Royal Society against Brit- 
ain’s projected Christmas Island 
hydrogen bomb tests. 
The three appeals will be sub- 
stantially the same in content. 
The American National Acade- 
my of Sciences will be specially 
advised to consider the recent 
Washington announcement of a 
plan to conduct a series of new 
H-bomb tests within the U.S. 
The Soviet Academy of Sci- 
ence likewise will be urged to 
scrutinize the apparent Soviet 
¢ontinuations of similar tests in 
its territory as an’ inevitable 
countermeasure for the U.S. and 
British refusal of an agreement 
to ban such tests. 
Third appeal, to the world’s 
scientists, will seek united ef- 
forts toward early outlawing of 
all such nuclear experiments by 
emphasizing the need to or- 
ganize world public opinion, 


and not just holding talks 
among countries possessing 
‘such bombs. |

At New York Trade Fair 


NEW YORK, N.Y. (INS)— 
The Japanese kimono has scor- 
ed one of the biggest hits at 
Japan’s highly modern exhibit 
at the United States world trade 
fair here.

Bi Fight Promotion ‘Tie-ins 
a) With Big Arenas Opposed 


NEW YORK (AP)—The U.S. Government pro- 
posed Monday that four state units of the International 
Boxing Club—which stage most top-flight fights be- 
tween Americans and foreign boxers—be dissolved. 


These are in New York, 
Illinois, Michigan and Missouri. 

The Government also said 
fight promotion should be 
separated from tie-ins with 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York and big arenas in other 
American cities. 

These are features of an 
anti-monopoly suit being brought 
against e principal organi- 
zers of championship bouts. 

They were written into de 
crees filed here with Federal 
Judge Sylvester J. Ryan. He 
ruled in March that the IBC 
was guilty of monopolizing the 
championship events, and will 
conduct a FM ien , May 20 
pending final judgment on 
proposals. 

Regarding the tie-in proposal, 
IBC and Madison Square gar- 
den handed up a proposal tnat 
they would give up. their ex- 
clusive contracts with the box- 
ers and limit promotion to two 
championship bouts a year. 

The suit emerged from a 
nine-day trial las: spring. At 
that time, the Government held 
that the IBC of New York, the 
IBC of Illinois, James D. Norris 
and Arthur M. Wirtz, presidents 
of those clubs, and Madison 
Square Garden Corporation had 


gained control of the champion-. 


ship bouts between June 1, 
1949, and May 15, 1953; This, 
the Government said, constitut- 
ed an unreasonable restraint of 
trade. 

The ruling covered only 
championship bouts. It did not 
deal with regular weekly con- 
tests which are televised and 
broadcast nationally. Judge 
Ryan has asked that the Gov- 
ernment and the IBC to file 
their proposals with him. 

The Government’s proposal 
called for these steps toward 
wiping out the promotional com- 
bination: 

1. That the IBC of New York 
and Illinois be ordered to “take 
appropriate steps” toward dis- 
solution. 

2. That Norris and Wirtz be 
ordered to take appropriate 
steps toward the dissolution of 
the IBC in Michigan and Mis- 
souri. 

3. That Norris and Wirtz be 
ordered within 30 days to resign 
as officers or directors of the 
Madison Square Garden Corpo- 
ration. 

4. That the Garden Corpora- 
tion be restrained from promot- 
ing or having an interest in the 
promotion of world champion- 
ship contests as long as it con- 
trols the Garden as an arena. 

5. That Norris and Wirtz be 
enjoined from promoting cham- 
pionship bouts as long as either 


enjoined from enforcing con- 
tracts for the exclusive services 
of boxers or contracts that 
would prevent an arena owner 
or operator from leasing the 
arena to other persons for pro- 
moting boxing. 

In their counter-proposal, the 
defendants agreed to an injunc- 
tion against exclusive contracts 
with boxers, with an exception 
that a contract for a single 
championship contest could in- 
clude the provision for a return 
bout within a year. 


They also offered to limit the 
activities of the Madison Square 


the | Garden Corporation and of Nor- 


ris and Wirtz to promoting not 
more than two championship 
fights a year for each for a 
period of five years; to do away 
with exclusive contracts with 
arenas and television and radio 
outlets and to curtail sharply 
the scope of the IBC. This 
would permit a total of four 
title fights for both outfits. 

The IBC decree proposed that 
within 60 days the defendants 
could elect to continue to pro- 
mote championship contests 
either under the name of the 
IBC of New York or the IBC 
of Illinois and that the other 
would be enjoined from pro- 
moting championship bouts. 

The Michigan and Missouri 
clubs, .which already have 
changed their names, would 
not be permitted to use the 
words “International Boxing 
Club” or to promote champion- 
ship fights. 

The Government’s complaint 
stated that during the period 
involved, the IBC had partici- 
pated in the promotion of 36 
of 44 championship bouts— 
about 80 per cent of those held 
in the U.S. 

If Judge Ryan’s final judg- 
ment should uphold the Gov- 
ernment decree, the IBC then 
could take the case to the Court 
of Appeals and then, if neces- 
sary, to the Supreme Court.

Japan-US. Cooperation 


There is a rather naive belief 
running, through Japanese busi- 
ness and Government circles 
that this country can team up 
with the United States in a close 
partnership to develop Southeast 
Asia. This feeling is gaining 
ground so rapidly that it is like- 
ly to be one of the major topics 
discussed by Prime Minister 
Kishi with President LEisen- 
hower this summer. 


Yet the people who are pro- 
pounding this suggestion have 
clearly failed to take into ac- 
count the many obstacles stand- 
ing in the way of their scheme. 
Nor do they understand how 
the American aid program func- 
tions. There is ample evidence 
that Japan’s role _ vis-a-vis 
American economic assistance 
to Asia must remain essentially 
what it is today. 


Japanese Idea 


What some Japanese leaders 
have in mind is, from Japan’s 
point of view, quite logical and 
practical. Southeast Asia needs 
both capital and technical as- 
sistance. And for most coun- 
tries receiving American aid, 


‘both are provided, 


But, say Japanese leaders, 
this country is closer geographi- 
cally to Southeast Asia than 
the United States. Japan can 
provide the services needed at 
far lower cost. Its industrial 
and agricultural prowess is rec- 
ognized throughout the world 
and it clearly leads all Asia. 
Moreover, Japanese methods, 
based on smaller units of pro- 
duction and heavily dependent 
on tiny workshops, are better 
suited to Asian needs than 
American ones which are geared 
to high production and consump- 
tion levels. 

Thus, the argument runs, 
what could be better than an ar- 
rangement whereby Japan sup- 
plies the techniques for industry 
and agriculture while the United 
States provides the capital. 

It’s a good idea, and the proof 
lies in the fact that Japan is al- 
ready supplying a growing list 
of goods and services procured 
by ICA for Asian development. 


The Other Side 


But when we talk about part- 
nership, we get into an entirely 
different matter. For one thing, 
Japan’s relations with the rest 
of Asia are by no means so good 
that the United States would be 
willing to introduce this coun- 
try as its co-worker. 

Some Asian countries, re 
membering Japan’s plans for a 
Co-Prosperity Sphere, are will- 
ing to trade but are oor. from 


| 


ready to give Japan a major 
role in their development. 
Others, swept up in new nation- 
alism and wary of any kind of 
foreign domination, are already 
uneasy about U.S. aid. Japan’s 
entry on the scene in a major, 
U.S.-supported role would like 
ly torpedo the whole program. 


Lowest Price Issue 


Moreover, any scheme to 
channel American assistance 
through Japan would defeat 
the basic principle on which 
American off-shore procurement 
for third countries is based— 
obtaining the best gcods and 
services abroad for the lowest 
price. This completely elimi- 
nates the possibility of any 
prior commitment by Washing- 
ton as to how it is going to 
spend the money and where. 
Certainly American manufac- 
turers would raise an outraged 
protest if they were deprived of 
an opportunity to bid on equal 
terms for ICA contracts. 

This doesn’t mean that, in 
fact, Japan cannot contribute 
more to Asian development 
through the U.S. aid program. 
However, the extent to which 
Japanese goods and services are 
utilized depends largely on the 
efforts of Japanese business and 
Government. 


Concrete Plans Needed 


For. instance, if Japanese in- 
dustrialists would stop demon- 
strating their flashy new plants 
to Asian visitors, and instead 
show them modest (and perhaps 
unmechanized) industrial opera- 
tions that they can’ adopt, the 
flow of ICA-sponsored Asian 
trainees in Japan would grow. 

Similarly, both Government 
and business should begin 
thinking about spending a lit- 
tle money to further their rela- 
tions with Southeast Asia. 
There is need for well-trained 
personnel in Government bu- 
reaus and industrial plants to 
handle as a full-time job the 
training and guidance of Asian 
visitors seeking advanced in- 
struction. 

In general, there is a need to 
replace the curent vague and 
abstract thinking about co 
operation with Southeast Asia 
with concrete plans and ac- 
tions. 

If Japan really wishes to aid 
in Asian economic develop- 
ment, the first step is an agree- 
ment with the recipient country 
on a specific project. If the 
idea is sound, well-thought-out 
and sufficiently concrete, the 
Asian country may well be able 
to enlist American financial 
support in carrying it out.

Red Peace Offensives 


The charge of insincerity is again being heard against 
Moscow whose latest notes to Britain, France and the 
United States, in so far as they relate to the present situa- 
tion in the Middle East, certainly smack of the doctrine 
“get out that we may get in.” 

The Soviet notes allege that the chief obstacle to the 
peaceful settlement of disputes and conflicts in the Near 
and Middle East is “foreign interference” in the affairs of 
the States of that area, which constitutes a violation of 
their sovereignty and independence. 
Doctrine, it is claimed, envisages direct interference by the 
United States to the extent of the movement of American 
armed forces into the Middle East countries, and the United 
States’ entry into the Baghdad Pact is but one more proof 
that the military alignments and foreign military bases 
serve purposes which have “nothing in common” with the 
interests of peace. 


Side-by-side with these allegations, the Russians are 
asking the three Western Powers to join with them in con- 
demning the use of force as a means of settling Middle 
But what Moscow refuses to believe is 
that both the Baghdad Pact and the Eisenhower Doctrine 
are defensive measures against possible developments that 
might lead to a breach of the peace. 
unnatural in view of the fact that it is Soviet intervention 
in the affairs of the Middle East which has so exacerbated 
the tensions in that troubled part of the world. 

The reasons for Moscow’s drive into Middle East poli- 
tics have been frequently discussed. By universal consent

New Look in Diplomats 


Change in Function of Envoys Makes Asakai’s Role in’ U.S. Vital 


-Koichiro Asakai, former am- 
bassador to the Philippines, 
has been named as the new 
Japanese ambassador to Was 
ington. : 
Asakai ig an affable man 
whose integrity, ability and 
good judgment are rated ex- 
tremely high in diplomatic 
circles. He is also a fluent 
— and still quite young 
a ° 

Certainly, his choice for the 
Washington post can be de- 
scribed as being much “fresher” 
than the selection of an am- 
bassador from among the aged 
leaders of the financial world. 


This will be Asakai’s first 
assignment in the United States. 
During his 25 years in the dip- 
lomatic service, he has spe- 
cialized in British and Chinese 
affairs. If one would look for 
a tie between him and the Uni- 
ted States, it might be pointed 
out that his wife is a daughter 
of the late Katsuji Debuchi who 
was ambassador to Washington 
in the early 1930's. 


Being a stranger to the Uni- 
ted States, however, should not 
deter the new Japanese am- 
bassador to Washington. For 
one thing, he is fluent in Eng- 
lish. For another, he has been 
in Britain which is considered 
the “cousin” of the United 
States. 


It is to be expected, on the 
other hand, that it will take 
him some time to understand 
properly the “heart” of the 
American people. 


New to Japan 


By a@oincidence, the new 
American ambassador to Tokyo, 
Douglas MacArthur II, is also a 
“stranger” to Japan. He spent 
most of his long diplomatic 
career in Europe. He is also 
a relatively young man, being 
only 48, 


Before coming to Japan, Mac- 
Arthur had the responsible task 
of mapping out a basic Ameri- 
can foreign policy at the State 
Department. In this post, he 
received a wealth of informa- 
tion from various countries 
around the world. And he has 
confessed that he often was 
unable to grasp fully the Japa- 
nese way of thinking when con- 
fronted with reports from To- 
kyo. This was apparently one 
of the reasons why he 
volunteered to serve in Japan. 


As if to support this view at- 
tributed to him, Ambassador 
MacArthur interviews Japanese 
quite frequently. He is also 
reportedly planning to take ex- 
tensive tours around Japan. 
Those Japanese who have come 
in contact with him are agreed 
that he is diligent, able and 
sincere. 


MacArthur as a “strar.ger” to 
Japan is able to study this 
country and its people without 
any preconceived notion or 
prejudice. The same may be 
said of Asakai who will be able 
to view his new assignment 
from a fresh standpoint. 


Situation Different 


Needless to point out, Japan 
has undergone’ revolutionary 
changes in recent years. And 
it is also true that the United 
States has also gone through a 
périod of great changes.

By KAZUSHIGE HIRASAWA 
brought about changes in the 
functions of the ambassadors as 
well as in the manner of con- 
ducting diplomacy itself. Prime 
Minister Kishi, who is concur- 
rently Foreign Minister, is ap- 
parently well aware of this 
changed situation. And it is 
right that he is gearing his 
policy to a dynamic diplomacy. 

One indication of this is his 
plan to select diplomats who 
are relatively young to fill am- 
bassadorial posts rather than 
aged veterans and to send out 
“roving” ambassadors as “pinch- 
hitters” whenever necessary. 

Another example is that Ki- 
shi himself is planning to visit 
Southeast Asia as well as the 
United States in order to pro- 
mote a more positive and 
personal diplomacy. . 

_ Change in Function 


It has now become a common 
diplomatic practice for Prime 
Ministers and Foreign Minis- 
ters to journey to foreign coun- 
tries for top-level conferences 
on important issues. 


This has brought about a 
change in the function of our 
envoys. For one thing, the am- 
bassador is now required to 
maintain a constant state of 
preparedness for the “summit” 
meetings. He is thus required 
to keep in constant touch with 
various influential circles in the 
host country while giving them 
in turn exact information on 
his home country’s political 
and economic situation. 


As an example, Japanese 
newspapers have been speculat- 
ing almost daily on the various 
aspects of Prime Minister Ki- 
shi’s trip to the United States. 
Some describe it as a “means 
of avoiding a Diet dissolution”; 
others interpret it as being 
designed to “boost the Kishi 
stock.” 


These reports naturally reach 
Washington, and the task of 
judging their worth rests on 
two men—the American am- 
bassador in Tokyo and _ the 
Japanese ambassador in Wash- 
ington. 

A’ decision—when necessary 
—will be made by the Amer- 
can Government on the basis of 
reports from MacArthur and 
the explanation of the Japa- 
nese envoy. It goes without 
saying that ambassadors must 
have a firm grasp of the situa- 
tion in both the home and the 
host countries. 


New Duty 
This is, of course, nothing 
new. But what must be 


pointed out is that the am- 
bassadors in this new age of 
rapid transportation and com 
munication must give special 
attention to this interchange of 
information. 


What has become another 
function of the envoys today 
is to care for visiting dignitaries 
from their home country. Some 
Japanese ambassadors abroad 
have openly rebelled against 
this new duty. One declared 
flatly that he was not a “hotel 
manager.” 


Not a few Japanese -travelers 
have thus exploded with in- 
dignation at being cold- 
shouldered by their 
abroad. On their return home, 
the rebuffed travelers have ex- 
pressed themselves strongly on 
the subject of Japan’s “snob- 
bish” and “old-fashioned” dip- 
lomats, The net result is that 
the Foreign Office is discredited 
and its influence lowered at 
home. 

A more immediate con- 
sequence is that Prime Minis- 
ter Kishi’s plans to integrate 
Japan’s domestic and foreign 
policies may be torpedoed. 

Finally, today’s diplomatic 
chief in key posts must possess 
considerable administrative abil- 
ity not only because of the large 
size of his staff but also because 
it contains persons “on loan” 
from other ministries. 


Trying Job 

The life of an ambassador 
may seem glamorous at first 
glance but it is quite a difficult 
and trying job. A strong sense 
of duty is certainly a chief re- 
quirement for a leading dip- 
lomat. Furthermore, the 
choice of the envoy and his 
ability have become matters: of 
great importance and affect the 
national interests. 

Asakai’s first task will be to 
prepare the way for Prime Min- 
ister Kishi’s visit to the United 
States. The great significance 
of this trip to the future course 
of Japanese-American relations 
goes without saying. As a mat- 


ter of fact, it appears even from 
this distance that the United 
States is also attaching great 
importance to Kishi’s visit— 
more so than for any otner 
Japanese leader in the postwar 
period. 
Start of New Era 


Prime Minister Kishi, it is 
recalled, signed his name.as a 
member of the Tojo Cabinet to 
the Imperial Declaration of 
War 16 years ago. He was also 
detained for three long years in 
Sugamo Prison as a war crimes 
‘suspect. 

This is the background of the 
leader who will proceed to 
Washington in June as the 
representative of the new Japan, 
There he will be greeted by 
President Eisenhower with his 
distinguished career as the 
great military leader of the 
Allied forces. 


The greeting between the 
two leaders—and the handshake 
they will exchange—will mark 
a historic moment. This will 
in effect signify the start of a 
new era between the two na- 
tions. The process of concilia- 
tion between Japan and the 
United States will be completed 
when the two leaders who 
fought as patriots for their re- 
spective nations link arms in the 
cause of a new partnership. 

From this point of view, the 
vital importance of Asakai's 
new assignment can be brought 
into proper focus,

French War in Algeria

LONDON—The war which the 
French authorities in Algeria 
are: waging against the nation- 


‘alist renel bands have now been 


going on for two and a half 
years, but there are still no 
signs that e‘ther side is nearer 
fo victory. There are now some 
400,000 French troops in Algeria, 
which means about one French 
soldier for every two European 
settlers, 


And there is no doubt that 
these troops have been able to 
inflict extremely heavy blows on 
the rebels. French reports have 
consistently stated that rebel 
casualties are up to a hundred a 
day, but such casualty figures 
tend to give a misleading im- 
pression. The fact is that the 
rebels have never been short of 
new recruits and are not likely 
to be in the near future. Their 
main problems have always been 
arms, but they are now receiv- 
ing increasing help in this re- 
gard from Tunisia and Morocco, 


For while there can be no 
prospects of a major rebel vic- 
tory, there seems no prospects 
either of a decisive French vic- 
tory against the rebels who have 
in their favor the wild nature of 
the country and the willing or 
enforced complicity of the Mos- 
lem population, 

Meantime, of course, the daily 
toll of murders and ambushes 
continue, and not even the cap- 
ture or destruction of most of 
the original rebel leadership 
tend to hdve any effect on the 
intensity of rebel activities or 


envoys. on the determination of the re- 


maining leaders to continue the 
struggle, and they firmly assert 
in fact that they will never ac- 
cept anything short of the rec- 
ognition of Algeria’s rightful 
independence as a preliminary 
to a cease fire. 


It is known, of course, that 
unofficial meetings did take 
place last year between rebel 
delegates and French representa- 
tives, but these meetings were 
cut short last October by the 
capture by the French of five 
of the most important rebel lea- 
ders. Since then M. Mollet has 
reiterated the offer he made 
when he took power last year. 
Elections on a common elector- 
al roll within three months of 
the ceasefire with a ceasefire to 
take place without any political 
pre-condition. 

M. Mollet. added once again 
that France will never give up 
Algeria, that any negotiations 
which might take place with the

The . question of methods 
employed both by the police 
and the army have recently 
given rise to a a great deal of 
argument in France. Revela- 
tions have been made of alleged 
brutality during interrogations, 
of indiscriminate reprisals 
against the civilian population. 
These allegations naturally have 
caused a flood of protests in 
France. 7 


The Roman Catholic hier- 
archy in particular has unam- 
biguously stated that in Algeria 
that the ends could never justify 
the means. A very distinguish- 
ed professor of law at Paris 
University has suspended his 
lectures following the suicide of 
one of his former Moslem stu- 
dents while he was in custody 
in Algiers, and now a French 
general with the finest of rec- 
ords has resigned his command 
in Algeria as a protest against 
some of the methods employed 
by certain units, 


The main point made by some 
of the Government’s critics is 
that such methods if indeed 
they are being used made non- 
sense of the Government’s po- 
licy of pacification, that they 
are playing into the hands of 
the rebels and making impos- 
sible the reconciliation of the 
two communities in Algeria. 


It is a fact that few if any 
Moslem candidates have been 
found to fill the administrative 
vacancies recently made ayvyail- 
able to them, and that there is 
probably by now no moderate 
Moslem politician who is pre- 
pared to take a stand different 
from that of the national libera- 
tion front. } 


The danger of a deadlock are 
obvious. Violence and hatred 
breed yet more violence and 
more hatred, and the vicious 
circle becomes increasingly 
more difficult to break, Further- 
more, the maintaining in action 
of 400,000 French troops in Al- 
geria is causing a heavy drain 
on the French economy. 


The prospects of friendly re- 
lations with Tunisia and Mo- 
rocco are being dangerously 
compromised, but perhaps even 
more serious is the risk that the 
poison of extremists which has 
already had such serious effects 
in Algeria should spread to
